Bridges Washed Out, Tracks Flood- 
cd In Northwest Missouri.

KANSAS CITY, Mo., June 3. — 
Flood damage in Northwest Mis- 
souri, already amounting to thou- 
sands of dollars, was increased by 
rains of cloudburst proportion yes- 
terday. Many bridges were washed 
out and railroad and bus service 
was paralyzed. 

Thousands of acres of farm land 
has been flooded by rains totaling 
11 inches since last Friday. 

Water was reported to be from 
five to 10 feet deep in more than 
50 homes in Pattonsburg, near St. 
Joseph. 

A torrential rain, accompanied 
by hail as large as peach seeds, 
swept Kansas City last night. The 
downpour halted street car and 
motor traffic for nearly an hour. 

Water was over the Wabash and 
Rock Island railroad tracks at Gal- 
latin and damage to the Wabash 
from washouts is heavy. The Grand 
River there is a mile wide between 
two bluffs and is 35 feet above 
normal.

Prof. Reed of Michigan Uni- 
versity Arrives to Begin 
Survey of City-County 
Expansion. 


Thomas H. Reed, professor of 
political science at the University 
of Michigan, who has been en- 
gaged to plan metropolitan ex- 
pansion or a_ corsolidation of 
some sort of St. Louis and St. 
Louis County, addressed a joint 
luncheon of the Chambers of Com- 
merce of the city and county, at 
Hotel Statler today. This marked 
the beginning of his activities 
here, which are expected to require 
two years or more, 

Prof. Reed was employed by the 
Metropolitan committees of the 
two chambers. He is regarded ..s 
an expert in the planning of metro- 
politan government and was em- 
ployed in the Pittsburg expans on 
pian, which is abot to be consum- 
mated: also in the metropolitan 
ischeme tn Alameda County, Cal., 
which was defeated. 

In a statement today, Prof. Reed 
said he was here to aid the two 
chamber committees in the prep- 
aration of “a plan for a Greater 
St. Louis.” In this task, he went 
on, “three objectives will be kept 
unfailingly in mind: 1. To gain 


Louis area, with the census rating 
which belongs to this industrial 
district: 2. To provide a solution 
for the Governmental problems 
caused by the rapid extension of 
population into St. Louis County; 
3. To preserve’ to the greatest pos- 
sible degree th vitality and powers 
of local self-government of the in- 
dividual communities in the St. 
Louis région.” 
Charter to Be Drafted. 

“Neither the joint committee nor 
myself has any pre-conceived ideas 
as to just how these objectives are 
to be attained,” he continued. “It 
will be necessary to collect and 
analyze the facts of the situation. 
A study will be made of the organ- 
ization, functions and finances of 
the various units of Government 
which appear in the present sys- 
tem. 
“In making these investigations 
we expect to securé thé co-opera- 
tion of many local organizations 
and individuals. When the facts 
have been gathered, they will be 
analyzed and teh conclusions will 
be formulated in an cnabling con- 
stitutional amendment and a char- 
ter, upon which the people will 
have the last word.” 
Whether the present Sst. Louis 
Charter would be affected remains 
to be determined, Prof. Reed said. 
Should there be some sort of def- 
inite consolidation of political 
units, a new or revised charter 
might be necessary for the city, 
but a federation of units likely 
would require no change of Char- 
ter. The possibility. of a complete 
merger of the city and county is 
not precluded, but Prof. Reed at 
present is doubtful whether such 
a scheme would work. It will be 
recalled that the county voted 
down an outright annexation in 
1926, but that the city favored it. 

Work to Begin in Fall. 
Active work of the survey will 
start next autumn, Prof. Reed an- 
nounced, with a headquarters in 
the Chamber of Commerce Build- 
ing. Probably included in the staff 
will be qualified students of Wash- 
ington and St. Louis universities. 
Local assistance will be employed 
primarily. Reed expects to devote 
a great deal of his own time to the 
work. He does not plan to teach 
in the college semester starting in 
September, but has arrafiged to 
conduct courses at Harvard Tni- 
versity in the following semester. 
He will spend a few days here this 
month in a preliminary inquiry. 
The Pennsylvania Legislature 
has adopted the essentials of the 
Pittsburg plan devised by Prof. 
Reed, who said the people of Alle- 
gheny County were expected to ap- 
prove it on June 25. It provides 
for a federation of 122 cities, bor- 
oughs and townships of the county 


under the name of the City of 
Pittsburg. 

“The jocal units,” Prof. Reed 
added, “preserve most of their 


present rights and powers, but the 
government of the consolidated 
city has, in addition to the powers 
formerly possessed by the county, 
authority to deal with problems of 
general concern.” 

Prof. Reed was born in Boston 
47 years ago and educated at Har. 
vard and Columbia universities. He 
resides at Ann Arbor, Mich. JIe 
was uitcrney for the New York 
State Anti-saloon League, 1904-9, 
and has been a member of the Unrij- 
versity of Michigan faculty since 
1909. lor a time In 1911 ne was 
executive secretary to Gov. Fliram 
Johnson of California and from 
1916 to 1918 he wag city manpyrer 
of San Jose, Cal. 

In politics he styles himself c 
Progressive Republican. He is the 
author of a number of publications 
and recently published a transia- 
tion from the French, entitied 
“Leopold of the Belgians,” ‘he life

Play Starts in Drizzle. 
The Lacoste-Borotra match  be- 
gan in a drizzle of rain and a 
strong cross-court wind, which 
combined to make the playing con- 
ditions worse than at any time since 
the tournament began two weeks

The adverse conditions appeared 
to favor the phlegmatic Lacoste 
more than the nervous Basque, and 
Lacoste soon was leading at love.

Catholic archbishops and bishops 
banished from Mexico two years 
ago, when they refused to obey the 
stringent regulations of the Calles 
Government, are to be permitted 
to return home immediately, It is 
expected that all ef them will be 
back by July 1 in time to celebrate 
with high masses the impendiog 
ratification of a new agreement be- 
tween church and state, 

President Portes Gil has ordered 
Mexican consuls in other lands te 
visa the passports of the church 
dignitaries, Of the 28 members of 
the Episcopate, 21 went into ezile 
in April, 1927. 

The understanding reached be- 
tween Archbishop Ruiz and Presi- 
dent Portes Gil has been accepted 
informally by the Government and 
the Vatican. 

When this agreement Is ratified, 
the returning prelate will instruct 
their priests to resume church 
services. Thus masses, which re- 
cently have been held only surrep- 
titiously in Mexico, will once move 
be celebrated throughout the land, 
Archbishop Saenz First to Return. 

Catholics in Mexico City have 
received wogd that Archbishop 
Ituiz will arrive here this week 
from Washington, Archbishop 
Francisco Urando y Saenz of 
Morelos crossed the border Satur- 
day, the first member of 
hierarchy to return from banish- 
ment. 

A gre@ reception will be given 
to him upon his arrival in Cuer- 
navaca, the second oldest diocese 
in Mexico.

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The Sugar Tariff Graft Again 


In the new tariff the duty on Cuban sugar has been raised from 1.76 to 2.4 cents a 
pound; this increase was made on behalf of the “infant” American sugar industry 
for reasons which the Nation regards as specious; it will add approximately 
$100,000,000 to our sugar bill, and will cause distress in Cuba, where only one 
company out of twenty-three made money last year. 


From the Nation. 


other act in the sugar drama. Again we 

are witnessing a determined effort on the 
part of two groups of domestic producers to 
raiSe the price of sugar to every American 
consumer so that they may continue to 
make money out of their artificially stim- 
ulated and heavily protected industries. In 
the new tariff bill the duty on Cuban sugar 
is to be three cents a pound. hess than 29% 
per cent preference given to Cuban sugar 
under the reciprocity treaty of 1903. The 
duty would thus come actually to 2.< cents 
a pound in place of the rate of 1.76 now 
paid upon Cuban sugar. There are those in 
Washington who declare that this change 
will cost the American people $100.000.000 
annually. We do not vouch for this tre- 
mendous figure, but we do know that the 
price, if this new duty is enacted, will be 
high indeed and that it is ethically, econom- 
ically, and in every other way unjustifiable.
